Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments, see Paper No. 7, filed 02-20-2004, with respect to the 
claims have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 112, 1 st and 2 nd , and 102(a) 
rejections of the claims has been withdrawn. Additionally the drawing objections are 
withdrawn. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e)). 

3. Claims 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ahem 

___________ 

Ahern teaches the register control apparatus (see the drawings), wherein the 
primary bus 10 has a higher hierarchical level than the secondary bus 12 (column 4, 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 
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lines 8-11). The different levels can be considered master and slave levels, since one is 
higher than the other. With respect to the claims, references to Ahern appear in 
parenthesis. 

22. (New) A register control apparatus (Ahern, Figure 2), 
comprising: a mirror register (CONFIG register 68 in ASIC 56 
associated with Primary Bus 10) / and a slave register (CONFIG 
register 67 in ASIC 58 associated with Secondary Bus 12) , wherein 
data is transmitted between said mirror register and said slave 
register (Data transmission over Blocks 60 and 62, and Links 40, 
46, column 7, lines 35-65, wherein it is implicit that data is 
exchanged between the two CONFIG registers in order to maintain 
identical information) , such that data contained in said mirror 
register is the same as data contained in said slave register. 

23. (New) The apparatus of claim 22, further comprising a 
transmission path (Links 40, 46) coupled between said mirror 
register and said slave register. 

24. (New) The apparatus of claim 22, wherein said mirror register 
data and said slave register data are periodically transmitted 
and received (It is implicit to periodically transmit the data in 
order to maintain identical information; for example, the devices 
found on the secondary bus 12 can change such as turning on or 
off a printer 136 in the embodiment shown in Figure 5) . 

25. (New) The apparatus of claim 22, wherein said mirror register 
and said slave register are the same in type and capacity (ASIC 
56 and 58 are identical in structure, column 7, lines 11-16) .

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 are allowed.

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5. Claims 26-28 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the register control 
apparatus in a W-CDMA WLL communication system; a link obtained based on the 
amount of data processed by the slave controller (claim 26); and the data transmission 
and reception performed periodically through a time slot allocated by the master and 
slave frame logic units.
